A BY-LAW 

To Regulate the Election of a Mayer and 
Councillors for the City of Victoria for 
the Year 1878. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to make proviBion 
for tbo Election of a Mayor and Municipal 
Councillors for tho City of Victoria for tho yoar 1878, 
BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by tho Mayo- and 
Council or tbo Corporation of tho City of Viotoria as 
follows:— 

1. The election of a Mayor and Councillors for the 
City of VIctorlo, for tho yoar 1S78, shall take place on 
the Second Slonday in tho Month of Jaunary, 1878, 
and such Election shall commonco at Twelve o'olock 
Moon. 

2. Tho Nomination of Csudldates for tbo respective 
ofilcoB of Mayer and Councillors for tho said City 
Bliell take place at the City Council chambers. 

3. Tho Returning Officer of Yatos Street Ward shall 
on tho Second Monday of January, 1878, at Noon, no- 
minate such persons as shall be put In nomination 
In that behalf ny somo duly qualified vntor as can- 
didates for the said olllcea, na the caio may bo. A 
show of hands shell then take place and tho taid Re- 
turning Ofilcer shall thereupon decloro which of tho 
candidates for the said oIucob has or have been eloct- 
ed by tho show o. hands. 

In caso a Pell shall bo duly demanded at tho cleo- 
tiou uf a Mayor, the vote of tho electors shall bo 
taken on tho following doy at tho Polico Barracks in 
the aaid Cily of Viotoria, and the said Poll shall be 
open at Ten o'clock a. m. aud closed at Four o'clock 
r.M. 

Iu caso a Poll shall bo duly demanded at the Elec- 
tion of Councillors for any Ward in the Bald City of 
Victoria, the vote of tho electors entitled to vote in 
such W_rd shall bo taken on tho day following tho 
Nomination, at tho following places, that Is to say: 
Ik Johxson Stbef.t Waud — 

J ohuuon Street, near Government Stroot, in the 
said City. 
In Yates Street Wakd— 

At tho Polico Barracks, Bastion Street, in the said 
City. 

In James Bat Warn) — 

At tho Council Chambers, Oovemmont Blrect, in 
tho said City. 

And tho said Poll shall be opened fit Ten o'olock A. 
M, and close at Four o'clock r i_. 

In caBo of a Poll at an Election for Mayor or Coun- 
cillors tho Vote shall be glvon by Ballot. 

Tho Ballot of each voter shall consist of a paper 
(In this By-Law called a ballot paper) showing the 
names and occupation of tho candidates for the ofhco 
of Councillor. In Yates Street Ward, in addition to 
such ballot paper, there shall bo an additional ballot 
paper showing the names and descriptions of the 
candidates for tho ofllco of Mayor. Eac h ballot paper 
shall havo a number printed on the back, and Bhall 
have attached a counterfoil with tho caino number 
printed on tho face. At the time of voting the ballot 
paper shall be marked on both sides with an official 
mark aud delivered to tho voter within the polling 
tation, and the numbor of such voter on the register 
list of Municipal Voteia shall bo markod on the 
counterfoil, and the voter having secretly marked his 
voto ou the paper and folded It up so as to conceal 
his vote, shall plaeo it in a closed box In the presence 
of tho officer presiding at the polling station, after 
having shown to him the official mark on the back. 

Any ballot puper which has not od its back tho of- 
ficial mark, oroi which voteH are given to more can 
dldates than tho voter ie entitled to voto for, or on 
wliloli anything oxcept the said number on the back 
is written or marked by which tho voto can be identi- 
fied, shall ho void aud not counted. 

After tho close of the Poll tho ballot boxes shell be 
closed up so as to prevont tho insertion of additional 
ballot papers, and shall be taken charge of bt the 
Returning Officer for Yates Street Ward and that of- 
ficer sha''. iu the presence of such of tho candidates 
as may bv n attendance, or their agents, and of the 
Rcturninc >flleors. open tho ballot boxes and aficer- 
taln tho result of tho poll by counting tho votes given 
to each candldato and shall forthwith declare to be- 
elbcted thu candidates or candidate to whom the ma- 
jority of votes have been given. 

Whero an equality of votes is found to exist be- 
tween any candidates at an election and the addition 
of a vote would entitle any of such candidates to be 
declared elected, the Returulcg Officer shall give 
such additional voto, but shall not In any other case 
be e ntitled to vote at an election for which he is Re- 
turning Officer. 

And for tho purpose of regulating the mode of pro- 
cedure ut such election ond of conducting thi Bald 
Polls, Section One of the By-law ontitlod "A By-law 
to Regulate the Election of a Mayor and Councillors 
of tho City of Victoria In tho year if 75." commencing 
"If any candkhtiu nominated dur ng the lime ap- 
pointed, " &c, together with all tho subsequent Bee. 
tions of the Slid Uy-law and 8cherlu : us thereto ap- 
pended, are hereby incorporated with this By-law, 
and shall be read together with this By-law as if tho 
same had been re-enactod word for word herein and 
thereby. 

ThlB By-Law may be cited for all purposes as 
Tho Much ipal Elections By-Law, 18 T 8."

COMMENDABLE ! 

Under this hoadiug the Seattle Evening 
Dispatch refers to the truthful manner in 
■whioh the Viotoria Standard contradicts 
the false statement coutained in the fol- 
lowing telegram to the Associated Press, 
viz: "Building is brisk," "when the fact 
is that not a single building is in course of 
construction in the city or vicinity, and thoro 
are plenty of industrious mechanics (in- 
cluding a large per centago carpentors) 
and laborers walking about the streets 
unable to get work." It is odious enough 
to refute wilful misrepresentations circu- 
lated in rival localities without having to 
reflaot on the conduct of our local con- 
temporary, who, in order to wreak a 
pitiless vangeanco on the Colonist, 
would fain contradict, the most solornn 
truths regardless of the injury done to 
the community. Of late no journal has 
spoken so hopefully and confidently of 
our present and future as tho Standard, 
as is shown in Thursday's issue, and if 
through exuberant feeling at tho appar- 
ent conversion of that journal we were led 
to depict our present condition in too 
glowing a color, without the slightest in- 
tention of flooding tho market with 
meohanics and others in eeai ch of work, 
what harm did we do tho country by tho 
production of such a picture ? wtiich was 
pleasing to the oye and encouraging to 
the hearts of our readers.

The Steamer Atacama Lost in the Pa- 
cific—One Hundred and Cue Persons 
Lost. 



Panama, Dec. 25.— The Star and Herukl 
has a letter from Lima giving particulars 
of tho loss of tho steamer Atacama, which 
went to pieces on the rooks known as 
Quiebraolas, a short distance south of 
Calderu, on tho Chilian coast, on the night 
of Nov. 30th. Captain Hall, officers, and 
many of the crew and passoDgers were 
lost. In all 101 porsons were drowned 
and 29 saved. The ship was on a trip 
from Valparaiso to Oallao. She struck at 
8 p.m., whon a majority of tho passengers 
wero below, and bo instantaneous was the 
breaking up of the ship that no time was 
given to gain the deck. The cargo lost 
was not of great value, and the passengers 
wero mostly Chilians journeying between 
the ports. Mr. Kennedy, agent for t^e 
PaciGo Navigation Company at Charnaral 
was returning from Valparaiso on his 
wedding trip. He and his wife plunged 
into the water, but before they could ex- 
tricate themselves from tho floating do 
bris a spar fell, striking the lady en the 
nock, causing instant doath. The hus- 
band afterwards reached tho shore, and 
the body of the bride was washed on the 
beach. The bodies of Capt. Lambert and 
of the purser were recovered. 

Later information says the passengers 
numbered five and. the crow seventy. It 
appears the shook burst certain pipes 
conneotod with the boiler and the escape 
of steam mixod with cinders prevented 
anybody getting on deck to lower boats, 
with the aid of which and life buoys all 
on board might have been saved, The 
total number saved is thirty.

THE WONDERS OF THE CARIBOO 
MINES. 



Ten Years Hence or a Glimpse into the 
Future. 

Editor Colonist: — Flags representing 
tho commerce of all nations were in the 
beautiful Bay of Esquimalt as we soared 
tho spacious wharves, to which weremoer- 
ed vessels of every class of tonnage, en- 
gaged in loading and unloading freight of 
every conooivable kind, and the short 
quick puffs of tho portablo engines and 
clanking of the chains, mingled with the 
shrill whistles of the boatswains of the 
several men of war stationed there, im- 
pressed us favorably with this our visit to 
tho Queen Oity of the North West, for na- 
ture had assigned to her not only natural 
advantages of position, but great internal 
and surrounding resources of patient in- 
dustry being doveloped into usefulness. 
As soon as the steamer was mado fast to 
the pier we were besieged by anxioaB run- 
ners, each in turn praising hie hotel or 
locality; for boar iu mind Ebquimalt Had 
its rival hotels and snug retreats, and 
tried hard to rival its elder sister Victoria. 
Tho wharves were not located as thoy 
wore ten years ago, but extendod along 
tho whole front from tho dry dock to 
whera tho ollicors club used to stand with 
molos and piers stretching out into the 
bay at regular intervals. On this side of 
the hill, beforo arriving at Esquimalt 
from Victoria, the new city of Eiquim&lt, 
was built, ohiefly consisting of bonded 
warehouses and wholosalo mercantile 
establishments. Tho oustoin house and 
torminus depot of the Island Bailway 
were amongst tho most imposing edifices 
to be seen - The streets were wide and 
oloan, and everything betokonod prosperity 
and contentment. Trantferring our lug- 
gage to tho train, which was waiting to 
convoy us onward, wo passed as it wore 
through a continuous defile of beautiful 
villas and mansions, which studded the 
•bore reaching to Victoria, and this being 
mid summer heightened the changing 
beauty of the scone. On approaohing Vic 
toria I discovered that iron bridges had 
superseded tho wooden structures whioh 
formerly spanned tho narrow necks of tho 
harbor, and all round and about this end 
of tho harbor, and extending over the 
surfaco of tbo low land could bo seen the 
tall chimneys of factories and workshops 
of every description. Tho wharves wore 
crowded with stoamers whioh plied bo 
twoon tho Sound aud tbo Frazor, but I 
noticed they woro of heavier tonnage than 
thoso employed in former years, and or 
inquiry found that the rooks in the on 
trance of the harbor had been romoved by 
submariue works executed by oonvict la 
bor. Being advised to go to the Hotel de 
Victoria, which was situate on Jame, 
Bay, I was ushored into tho coaoh like a 
captured prisoner and hurried to my des- 
tination. On arriving there nothing could 
oxcol tho beauty of tho scone, for tho 
hotel if not as largo nor as imposing as 
the Baldwin, was certainly moro pictur- 
esque It stood on tho site formerly oo^ 
cupied by the Provincial Government 
Buildings and had retained intact all the 
ground in collection therewith, whioh was 
kept in oxcollont order and interspersed 
with a varioty of evergreen troes procur-

roud will tra verse this region. Exhaus- 
tive surveys have been made, and a por- 
tion of the road to Pembina constructed. 
Barkerville is connooted with San Fran- 
cisco by Avire, and communication with 
the mines can easily bo had at all times. 
Tho telegraph lino to Barkerville was con- 
structed by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company some years ago, whon that cor- 
poration was tryiug to build au overland 
line via Behriugs Straits to Asia. Tho 
scheme was abandoned after tho Atlantic 
cable was successfully laid, and tho lino 
as far as built turned over to tho Provin- 
cial Govornmont. Mr. Harper roprosonts 
that there is great rojoiciug among our 
neighbors over tho now dovolopmouts. 
Property has advanced in Victoria and 
elsewhere in tho P-rovinco and British 
Columbia seems to have entered upon a 
new career of prosperity. It is a matter 
of great congratulation that another pro- 
duotivo gold region has boon opanod, as 
San Francisco must feol tho bonofit of 
such discoveries iu tho domand for min- 
ing machinery and mining supplies of 
ovory description. Mr. Harper roturns 
to British Columbia on 20th February.

Mr. R. B. Harper, tho Government 
Mining Engineer for tho Province of Bri- 
tish Columbia, ariived from Victoria a 
few days ago and was yesterday inter- 
viewed by a representative of the Daily 
Exchange. 

Mr. Harper is an old and oxperienoed 
miner, having borui engaged in vein min- 
ing in Chile, Nevada and California for 
many years, and his opinion touobing 
minerul deposits i3 entitled to oaroful con- 
sideration. After a thorough examina- 
tion of the quartz lodges in tho vicinity 
of Bai-kervillo, tho hoadquartora of the 
Cariboo mining district, he pronounoes 
tho prospect a most flattering one. 

The principal claims aro looated upon 
the "Big Bonanza" ledge, situated on tho 
summit of the mountain, back of Barker- 
ville. The ledge is a true Assure vein 
with well defined walls, and has been 
traced for a distance of five miles. Tho 
Cariboo Quartz Mining Company's tunnel 
has cut the lodge a depth of 52 feet from 
tho surface. At this point the vein is 22 
feet in width, with assays ranging from 
$14 to $ 155 to the ton. Tho average as- 
says across the vein show §33 per ton. 
Tbo ore is a Boft quartz carrying free gold 
and sulphurets, with a slight trace of sil- 
ver. A four stamp mill, with imperfoct 
appliances, has been busily engaged in 
running upon roek from this claim for the 
most of the time since Octobor 8tu, 1877, 
with tho most satisfactory result. The 
gross yield for two months to Decombor 
1st, may bo put down at $5,000. The 
Company has decidod to erect a first-class

Adjoining the Cariboo claim on the 
south is the St. Lawrence location of 1500 
feet. In this claim a cut has boon run 
across tho vein, showing the same charao ■ 
ter of ore found in tho Cariboo. It is 
proposed to opon tho St. Lawrence by a 
tunnol 350 foot iu longtb, which will cut 
tho vein at a depth of 100 feet from tho 
surfaco. 

Tho Amorican Company's claim adjoins 
the Cariboo on tho north. An opon cut 
lias been rua across tho vein, showing tho 
same kind of oro disclosed in tho Cariboo 
and St. Lawrence. A tunnel is projected 
by this company which will cut tho vein 
150 feet from tho top. 

Tho Pinkerton lies next to tho Ameri- 
can. Tho lodge in this location has boon 
cut through by Lowbeo Crock in tho Vio- 
toria shaft, at a depth of 350 feot from tho 
oroppings of tho Cariboo location. On 
tho creek the ground has boon mined 
away by tho plucor miners, giving a rare 
opportunity of determining tho character 
oi the ledgo. Whore oxposod by tho creek 
it is 80 fobt wide, averaging $3(i per ton 
in gold, with traces of silver. Tho British 
Columbia Mill and Mining Company has 
authorized Mr. Harper to order a 20-stamp 
mill without delay. 

Tho Enterprise mino lios noxt to tho 
north of tho Pinkerton, is boing energet- 
ically developed and a mill will bo erected. 
There is no doubt that tho Big Bonanza 
ledgo is the feeder of Williams and Low- 
hoe crcoks, and tho mother lode of tho 
country. Tho yield from these crcoks 
sinco 1802 amounts to tho astounding sum 
or $40,000,000. All placer gold is made 
up of particles and detaohed fragments 
which onco formed a part of somo vein, 
and from which thoy havo beon dotaohod 
by various mechanical causes, especially 
by tho action of currents of water.

Tho location of tho 
Big Bonauza lodgo is such as to admit of 
its boing worked by tunnels, thus enabl- 
ing tho miner to dolivor his oro at tho 
mills without exposuro to tho woathor.

There was an 
old philosopher who wont to Laplace 
with a demonstration, that with a cer- 
tain arrangemont of the stars we 
should havo perpetual day. But it 
did not tako Laplace long to find out 
that such an arrangement would, by 
the law of gravitation, sweep them all 
out of existence iu threo seconds. The 
defect of the old civilization was that 
thero were but two claBsos — the very 
rich and tbo very poor, and but very 
little opportunity for a man to rise out 
of his class. But among ua no advan- 
tage of birth can make the dissipated 
rich man's son succeed, or keep down 
the earnest persevering youth with the 
disadvantages of friendlessness, or- 
phanage and poverty. The lecturer 
submitted as a good question for a de- 
bating society, "Which is the greatest 
enemy of tho raco, the most wicked 
m»r nr tlin most do-Dothinc man?" 



man alono can succeed and rise. No, it 
is a libol upon this country aDd its gener- 
ous trade. It is a momorablo time in a 
young man's life when ho hears those two 
Yokes, one saying "Success at any price; 
honestly if you can, but Buocess; the world 
owes you a living, got it; get it by some 
means, but got it," and the othor voicas 
saying, "Do right nud wait for the future. " 
Suceets is not tho price of luxurious 
easo. The young man of slender abili- 
ties who unacoountably stumbles into 
success not won by work may astonish us, 
but it is generally by years of self-denial 
and cloeo attention to businoss that most 
imperious commercial bousos aro built 
up. Thero is always an oponing for the 
honest, truthful, earnest, industrious 
worker. What is wanted is real men, not 
the "sponges" who would live by the 
labors of others. 



Game and Fish Raising. 

Tho Vermont Watchman spoakingof tho 
disappearing of choico ganio from our 
forests and streams, suggests a reform in 
legislation for the protection of gamo, 
based upon tho right of landowners to 
that which is upon their own ; premises. 
What wo need, it says, ia a law not simply 
protecting game and fish — for such a law 
is as useless as any sumptuary statute — 
but ono making fish and gamo the proper- 
ty of the owners of tho land ■ on which 
thoy are found. Thou ovory mau who 
owus a forest or stream would protect his 
property iu gani6 and Jish as much a» ho 
would proteot his poultry and sheep. A 
law protecting fish and gamo can provide 
no adoquato means to secure the protec- 
tion. A law making the fish of tho Stato 
tbo property of thoso upon whose estate 
tbey aro found, would make *aoh land- 
holder in the Stato an interested keeper 
and guardian of his property. Then every 
man will protect his own rights in his 
trout and grouso, as much as he would in 
his poultry and flocks. Tho territory of 
tho State would bo constantly under the 
eyes of tho watchful guardians of thoir 
own rights. The depopulated streams 
would bo filled oithor by natural increaso 
of tho few trout that are left in tliem, or 
by artificial propagation of both trout and 
salmon. The artificial propagation of fish 
is of little use so long as no ownership if 
created anywhere in tho fish themselves. 
Tho result of such laws would be, first tho 
enrichment of the people of the State. 
Every farm would become a breed- 
ing ground for the most delicate 
and luxurious articles of food for 
the table. Iu many a stream and forest 
would be raised, without cost to tho pro- 
prietor, food onough to equal thu product 
of tho poultry yard and sheep yard. Tho 
annual increaso of fish and gamo, under 
favorable circumstances, is greater than 
tho annual inoroaso of domestic animals. 
The woods and streams furnish abundant 
supplies of costloss food to thoir deni- 
zens. Tho proprietors in many cases, if 
they did not wish to seoure their own 
gamo, could lease tho privilege of shoot- 
ing or fishing, as is done in other coun- 
tries, for a sum that would not exceed in 
terest and taxos and furnish a handsome 
revenue.
